M itli  a Catalogue  in  hand,  it  may  seem  unnecessary,  but  the  pro- 
prietor hopes  it  will  not  he  deemed  impertinent  to  call  special 
attention  to  a few  particulars. 

Mr.  ( olburn  s American  Collection  has  been  known  to  all  Ameri- 
can collectors  for  many  years  past  as  ranking  amongst  the  first  in 
the  country  ; but  that  his  attention  was  equally  given  to  Ancient 
and  English  coins,  was  not  so  generally  known.  Commencing  when 
few  were  engaged  in  the  pursuit,  and  uniting  with  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  collector  profound  knowledge  as  a Numismatist,  in  the  course  of 
years  he  succeeded  in  bringing  together  a collection,  in  regard  to 
which  it  would  be  but  faint  praise  to  say,  it  is  equalled  by  but  few 
in  the  I nited  States.  The  present  Catalogue  embraces  every  piece 
in  the  collection  referred  to. 

In  the  American  department,  the  owner  deplores  the  absence  of 
some  rare  pieces  in  the  regular  series,  but  trusts  that  collectors  who 
may  favor  his  sale  with  their  presence  or  their  orders,  will  find  them- 
selves more  than  compensated  tor  the  lack  of  the  desired  coins,  by 
the  presence  ot  many  remarkable  things,  which  of  course  it  is  quite 
needless  to  designate. 

In  description,  the  standard  adopted  for  the  sales  of  Nov.  1 1-14, 
18G2, and  Apr  il  28  to  May  1,  1863,  has  been  adhered  to  : and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  every  case  the  description  will  be  found  to  conform  to 
the  exact  state  of  the  piece.  For  convenience  of  comparison  with 
European  catalogues,  in  describing  Ancient  coins  the  scale  of  Minuet 
is  referred  to  ; in  all  other  cases  the  American  scale  is  adhered  to.
